Fd like to take a look at enough records to allow me to understand in 
detail how CD13 staff has been trained and/or instructed in the City's 
current process for breaking up homeless encampments. I would also like 
to see records pertaining to CD13's implementation of this policy. 


This should include but not be limited to policy documents, email 
discussions or discussions in other mediums of the origin and 
implementation of the policy, forms or descriptions of procedures 
associated with the policy, and so on. 


I am under the impression that CD13 arranges for LAPD presences at 
encampment cleanups. H this is accurate I'd like to see records 
relating to that aspect of the process. E.g. emails relating to 
scheduling, actual schedules, and so on. 


I am also under the impression that CD13 staff attends some or all of 
these cleanups. Fd like to see records relating to that as well. 


Hf CD13 produces any kind of audio or visual records with respect to 
homeless encampment cleanup, I would like to see those as well. E.g. 
perhaps you all take pictures or videos while you're out im the field 
investigating or cleaning homeless encampments. I would like to see all 
such records. 


F would like to see such records produced since January 1, 2016. 


Finally, note that this request overlaps to some extent with a request 

that E made on July 31 of this year to which your office has failed to 
respond as required by State law. Other than that one request, your 
office has an impeccable response record, so rather than fussmg over 
what was probably no more than an inadvertent error on CD 13's part, E 
thought I'd expand and resubmit the request. Consequently, E would like 
to withdraw that July 31 request.
